Expense of M aintaining 
Streets To Be Reduced 


Councilmen Monday 
night de­ 
termined to reduce street depart­ 
ment expenses after a long dis­ 
cussion resulting from 
presenta­ 
tion a week before of a $502 labor 
bill 
for street 
workers 
during 
May. 
The amount was $116 more than 
was spent on the streets in April. 
And while only nine men were 
employed for street work in April, 
nineteen were hired during the 
following month. The marked in­ 
crease 
occurred, 
according 
to 
Charles Boardman, street 
com­ 
missioner, because he attempted 
to give numerous men a few days’ 
work each in May. 
Hereafter, councilmen 
decided 
only four 
men, in 
addition 
to 
Boardman and James Winchester, 
the street cleaner, will work five 
and half or six days a week until 
early summer projects are com­ 
pleted. Then their work 
weeks 
will be reduced between half a 
day and a day. 
Numerous complaints 
on 
the 
condition of streets 
here 
have 
been received by councilmen. -\s 
residents know, 
frequent 
rains 
have badly damaged streets, ob­ 


literating the effects of 
grading 
activity and interfering with nec­ 
essary work. And because street 
department machinery is old, an 
excess amount of time is required 
in operating it. Councilmen sug­ 
gested, during the discussion, that 
some new equipment he 
bought 
and that some streets be graveled, 
but no decision was made. Gravel­ 
ed streets, they agreed, 
do 
not 
wash as do earth roads, but the 
expense of getting gravel here is 
great. 
Expenses have been increased, 
as well, because rains have made 
grass grow faster than ordinarily 
and because, while taxes to resi­ 
dents remain unchanged, traffic 
on streets here has almost doubled 
in the last few years. 
At the meeting Monday night, 
council men passed three ordin­ 
ances; one authorizing the sale of 
$11,000 of the $15,000 water sys­ 
tem extension bond issue; a sec­ 
ond levying a property tax of 50 
cents on a $100 valuation for gen­ 
eral revenue and one of 60 cents 
for the sinking fund; and a third 
levying a poll tax of $2 on able- 
bodied males 
between the 
ages 
of 21 and 50.

Planting, pruning and trim m ing 
shrubbery takes a prom inent place 
in home beautification during the 
Spring and S um m er months. 
In im proving the general ap­ 
pearance of grounds 
about 
the 
house, dead branches on trees and 
shrubs should be neatly trim m ed 
either disposed of or stacked in 
a fertilizer bin w here they may 
decay until usable as fertilizer. 
Not only should dead wood be 
rem oved but trees should be trim ­ 
med 
in 
accordance 
with 
good 
landscaping principles so that de­ 
sirable* branches 
will 
develop. 
Elms, for exam ple, used for street 
trees and along drivew ays should 
be trim m ed so that they will gra­ 
dually develop a spreading top 
like a giant umbrella. Spruce is 
most effective w hen developed as 
a towering green spire. The dense 
crown of the hard m aple is strik­ 
ing as a bushy ball in which the 
yellow, brown, and red shades of 
Fall m erge in a flame of color. 


Trim Trunks 


In general, street trees should 
have their trunks trim m ed to uni­ 
form height and sufficiently high 
so that there will always be am ­ 
ple clearance over* both 
walks 
and 
streets. 
Trees 
located 
on 
lawns, especially w here there is 


sufficient space for the 
natural 
spread of their branches, are mo^e 
attractive w hen the branches be­ 
gin with a w ide spread at the 
ground line. T hen the gradually 
tapering effect of the tree from 
the ground to its top provides a 
rare exhibit of landscape perfec­ 
tion. 
Because of the length of time 
required to grow trees to desirable 
shade-tree size, they should be 
valued by the home owner, and 
every precaution should be taken 
to protect them. If the fiolage last 
year did not have a thrifty grow ­ 
th and natural color, it is possible 
that the roots should be fertilized. 
In other cases, w here decay has 
started in the tree trunk, it may 
be necessary to have an expert 
tree surgeon rem ove the 
decayed 
parts and reinforce 
the 
trunk, 
with concrete. It is often advis­ 
able to bolt various branches to­ 
gether near their dividing point 
to prevent a tree 
from 
splitting, 
while in other cases steel cables 
are 
extended 
betw een 
various 
branches to prevent 
them 
from 
breaking off during severe wind 
storms. 
After existing trees are proper­ 
ly 
conditioned, 
the 
shrubbery 
trim m ed and dead stock removed, 
then the home ow ner m ay do re ­ 
quired transplanting and obtain 
such additional stock as m ay be 
needed from a nursery. He will 
then be able to obtain beautiful 
landscaping effects as the flow er­ 
ing plants b urst into full bloom

relief. The 
process 
was

simple. The farm owner had but 
to serve notice upon the tenant 
that he must choose between va­ 
cating the shack that now shelter­ 
ed him and registering with the 
relief authorities. This, you see, 
put the whole problem of caring 
for the tenant upon the govern­ 
ment. Neat, efficient and economi­ 
cal. 
“The net result of 
this 
petty 
skullduggery was not 
something 
highly to be desired. The tenant, 
sulking under what he considered 
indignities and wholly suspicious 
that 
in the whole transaction he 
had been defrauded, declared that 
the moment he could get a gov­ 
ernment job at reforestation re­ 
clamation, flood control, 
erosion 
prevention or what not, he would 
burn the road in his haste to be 
at it. And the cotton planter, pro­ 
testing that, pegged prices or no 
pegged prices, he is the ultimate 
and inevitable victim of the pro­ 
cessing taxes, is demanding that 
the government keep its hands off 
his so-called hired 
help-further, 


of course, than to feed and clothe 
them.” 
It is possible that 
sharecrop­ 
pers are 
mistaken 
in 
blaming 
owners instead of tenants. Here, 
at least, tenants on large farms 
are directly responsible for pro­ 
viding for sharecroppers on 
the 
land they manage. The landown­ 
er is under no obligation to help 
the sharecroppers unless the ten­ 
ants have no means or ability to 
acquire means. The question of 
helping or failing to help is en­ 
tirely arbitrary, fitted to individ­ 
ual conditions.

during 
May. 
The am ount was $116 m ore than 
was spent on the streets in April. 
And w hile only nine men w ere 
em ployed for street work in April, 
nineteen w ere hired during the 
following month. The m arked in­ 
crease 
occurred, 
according 
to 
C harles Boardm an, street 
com­ 
missioner, because he attem pted 
to give num erous men a few days’ 
work each in May. 
H ereafter, councilm en 
decided 
only four 
men, in

B oardm an and Jam es W inchester, 
the street cleaner, will work five 
and half or six days a week until 
early sum m er projects are com ­ 
pleted. Then their work 
weeks 
will be reduced between half a 
day and a day. 
N um erous com plaints 
on

condition of streets 
here 
have 
been received by councilmen. As 
residents know, 
frequent 
rains 
have badly dam aged streets, ob­ 


literating the effects of 
grading 
activity and interfering with nec­ 
essary work. And because street 
dep artm en t m achinery is old, an 
excess am ount of tim e is required 
in operating it.

We have a great deal of sympathy for President Roosevelt. 
We believe he is an able, courageous, conscientious, patriotic 
statesm an who is m aking an honest and heroic effort to lift 
the country out of the depression and start it on the road to 
business recovery. We adm ire him because he is a gam e fight­ 
er, w hether it be battling to overcome a diseased body or a 
d<«eased economic condition. 
President Roosevelt has found the going rough from the 
day h ^ entered the White House. 
The country, flat on its 
industrial back, was laid on the president's door-step. 
The 
paralysis of his body that he fought and conquered, w as as 
nothing in com parison w ith the paralysis of business that he 
inherited from the Hoover adm inistration. 
It was bad enough to find the banks of the nation closed, 
the hum of the wheels of industry and millions of A m erican 
citizens out of em ploym ent, but what was infinitely worse, 
the people everyw here w ere disheartened, discouraged and 
ihreatened with the loss of morale.

REFUSED FINANCIAL AID 


Charges by sharecroppers that 
large landowners, particularly in­ 
surance companies, had 
refused 
to finance them until crops

ureci. expecting them to secur. 
food and clothing from the FERA 
are through!

At least one concern has stop­ 
ped this year granting aid to ten­ 
ants and sharecroppers, but

should they spend any of it

furnishing their tenants when all 
the tenant had to do was sing a 
song of no sixpence to the relief 
administrator? Further, many of 
these planters were forcing their 
tenants, chiefly negroes, to go on 


simple. The farm owner had but 
to serve notice upon the tenant 
that he must choose between va­ 
cating the shack that now shelter­ 
ed him and registering with thv 
relief authorities. This, you see, 
put the whole problem of caring 
for the tenant upon the govern­ 
ment. Neat, efficient and economi­ 
cal.

highly to be desired. The tenant, 
sulking under what he considered
